Brimberry case nears conclusion—at last 


The stock brokerage collapse in- 
volving Thomas R. Brimberry of 
Granite City occurred in the autumn of 
1981 and the investigation still has .not 
reached its conclusion as the autumn of 
1982 draws near. 

But, at long last, formal charges are 
to be filed soon. A final review of the 
complex case is being conducted by the 
Tax Division of the U.S. Department of 
Justice in Washington. 

The brokerage firm. was ordered 
permanently closed after securities 
totaling $36 million were found to be 
missing Nov. 5, The Securities Investor 
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Protection Corp. since then has paid out 
more than $27 million to retire bank 
loans and cover customer accounts— 
the largest payout in SIPC history. 

Known for a lifestyle of conspicuous 
consumption, Brimberry ,was being 
questioned regarding his federal in- 
come taxes when he divulged to federal 
authorities in the East St. Louis district 
how stock fraud was utilized to loot the 
Stix & Co. Inc. brokerage in St. Louis. 

He had risen from clerical duties 
there to senior vice-president in charge 
of operations. 


No one has been charged with 


anything but Brimberry has agreed to 
plead to a single tax felony, court 
records show; the potential penalty 
would be three years in prison and a 
$5,000 fine. He has been out of the 
public’s sight since the brokerage house 
was visited by investigators. 

Records disclose Brimberry has 
sought to implicate James J. Massa, 
Jerry S. Maeras, Arthur J. Miller Jr. 
and Frederic A. Arnstein Jr. All have 
denied wrongful acts. 

Arnstein, Stix president, has been 
cleared of any criminal allegations but 
may become a target of civil litigation; 


he has resumed working, for another 
company 

Some Stix accounts were in the 
names of Massa, Maeras and Miller, 
with or without their knowledge, 
authorities say. 

Miller is Brimberry’s brother-in-law 
Maeras is a_ longtime local 
businessman and former township 
official, son of the late Madison Mayor 
Stephen Maeras. 

Brimberry’s rise to a prominent 
position at the brokerage occurred 
about the time that Massa, a Collin- 
sville attorney, acquired majority 
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ownership of the firm. 

The securities investor protection 
corporation, making good on many of 
the accounts that wer® looted, is said to 
have paid $15,200,000 to Continental 
Illinois National Bank of Chicago, 
$743,000 to Centerre Bank of St. Louis, 
$682,000 to Boatmen’s National Bank of 
St. Louis and $450,000.to Irving Trust of 
New York. 

In addition, $10 million was paid to 
the brokerage firm of Bache Halsey 
Stuart Shields Inc. to satisfy customer 
credit balances. More than 4,000 ac- 
counts were transferred from Stix to

Bache under arrangements made by 
Harry 0. Moline Jr., court-appointed 
trustee. 

Moline has recovered $8,500,000 in 
securities owed Stix and $1,200,000 in 
cash from Stix certificates of deposit in 
12 banks. 

The trustee sold Arnstein’s seat on 
the Midwest Stock Exchange for 
$16,000. 

Net loss is estimated at $14 million, 
Moline has moved to tie up Brimberry’s 
assets and property, including a

Newly-signed law 
legislation includes a_ bill 
“look-alike” drugs in Illinois. 

“The misrepresentation of drugs 
presents a danger. It poses serious 
health hazards and causes reactions 
that the user is unprepared for,” Gov. 
James R. Thompson said in signing the 
new laws. 

“TU’s a problem that has claimed the 
lives of too many people, especially 
youngsters.” ‘ 

House Bill 2079 bans the manufac- 
ture, advertising, possession and 
distribution of a non-controlled sub- 
stance represented to be a controlled 
substance, 


“‘Look-alike’’ drugs promote the 
acceptance of drug abuse, especially 
among young people, the governor said, 
and’ can greatly harm persons who 
inject or ingest the drugs in a manner 
similar to real substance. 

“This law gives law enforcement 
officials an added tool in fighting drug 
trafficking,” he said. ‘And it contains a 
provision that will double the 
maximum sentence for someone 
convicted of selling look-alike drugs to 
a person under the age of 18 when that 
seller is at least two years older than 
the buyer.” 

‘The governor also: 

—Approved Senate Bill 1231, which 


requires that 15- and 16-year-old 
juveniles charged with murder, rapé.or 
armed robbery be tried in adult rather 
than juvenile court. 

The bill, which takes effect im- 
mediately, also eliminates a provision 
in the Juvenile Court Act that 
prohibited minors 16 and younger from 
being confined in police cells after 
arrest 

—Signed Senate Bill 1500, tran- 
sferring juvenile justice and 
delinquency prevention ‘services from 
the Law Enforcement Commission to 
the Department of Children and Family 
Services (DCFS)

GC studies central buying 


The practice of staying with tried or 
familiar supply vendors and service 
providers appears to be drawing to a 
close in Granite City. 

After arguing the pros and cons of the 
present ‘‘mixed"’ system of sometimes 
“shopping around” and . sometimes 
choosing ‘‘old reliable’ suppliers, the 
aldermanic finance committee has 
given an informal go-ahead for a 
centralized purchasing system for the 
city. 

Aldermen are now reviewing a list of 
the types of services that would be up 
for competitive bids under such a 
program. City Comptroller Joseph 


Miklovic has given a similar list to 
department heads for their ideas and 
input. 

Among the service, material and 
equipment purchases that may be sent 
out for an annual pricing bid are 
vehicular towing, automotive repair, 
office supplies, lighting fixtures and 
lamps, electrical repair, lumber 
supplies and accounting and auditing 
services. 

“We talked about it before,” Seventh 
Ward Alderman Michael. Modrusic 
said. ‘‘But it was never approved.” 

Fourth Ward Alderman Warren 
Decatur, finance committee member, 


is now conducting a survey to deter- 
mine the exact needs at the various city 
buildings. 

According to Miklovic, some items 
have not been bid for several years, 

Second Ward Alderman Fred '‘Pat” 
Schuman, a finance committee 
member, gave an explanation ata 
recent finance session, He said one 
reason bids have not been sought on 
certain itemes is “‘poor performance’ 
by some low bidders after ‘their 
proposals were accepted.

State may test for ‘subtle’ lead poisoning

State health employees are sifting 
through three years of local childhood 
lead poisoning test results to determine 
if a much broader blood lead level 
survey is warranted here. 

Any future tests. will be aimed at 
detecting a more subtle type of lead 
accumulation in body soft tissue parts 
that could impair intelligence. 

‘The records now under scrutiny were 
originally compiled by . Illinois 
Department of Health Childhood Lead 
Poisioning Control workers at the 
Granite City office, opened in 1979 on 
the heels of confirmed lead poisoning 
cases. 

Suspected lead control problems 
here, however, date back a decade, to 
state’s 1972 area lead tests identifying 
affected children, and a criticized 1977 
unofficial dust and soil lead analysis 
prepared by two young technicians. 
One of thase young men, David Nolan, 
now the city’s director of parks and 
recreation, said "he was rebuffed when 
he urged further government- 
sanctioned study. He was then a 

. technician in the Granite City 
Engineering Department. 

That report, coupled with a televised 
news report on lead in the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area (based upon the 
scare theme, ‘‘Lead falling from the 
skies is poisoning our children”), 
moved residents to request the Illinois 
Association for Retarded Citizens’ lead- 
testing van to visit here. In 1978, of the 
254 children tested in the Quad-City 
area, 8.7 percent had positive results. 


In 1979, the van returned and found 
positive results in three percent of the 
126 children in Madison and Venice and 
4.7 percent of 210 tested Granite City 
children 

From among all those tested during 
the two-year period, however, only two, 
in 1979, were determined to require 
immediate medical attention due to 
toxic levels of lead in their blood.

Every six days — once daily at 
Granite City Fire House No. 2 — air 
monitors kick on throughout the city 
pulling in concentrated air flows for 24 
hours, roughly equal to the amount a 
resident breathes in a month. 

While the state follows a ‘‘trend 
toward cleaner air,”’ as reported in an 
Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency press release, state 
examinations of the typing paper-sized 
fiberglass filters reveal, since 1969, 
none of the concentrated “breath of 
air’? samples were within the annual 
average health standards for airborne 
particulates. 

Granite City’s distinction comes in

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State commission hears support for road tax

A state commission on 
transportation problems 
found support for higher 
taxes for an ailing road 
system when it held a 
hearing in Collinsville last 
week. 

And, if ‘it didn’t already 
know, it learned that roads in 
Madison County are in bad 
shape and that there isn’t 
enough money to fix them. 

A “hoosier”’ bridge over 
Silver Creek costs the 
Livingston school district an 
extra $1,300 a year because 
school buses are forced to 
backtrack, Harold Briggs, 
Madison County superin- 
tendent of schools told the 
commission. 

He said there were similar 
problems in many other 
parts of the county. 

Lester Miller, Madison 
County highway superin- 
tendent, said many roads 
and bridges in the county are 
obsolete. 

The hearing, conducted by 
the Llinois Transportation 
Study Commission, was held 
at the Holiday Inn, Its 
chairman was Sen. Sam 
Vadalabene, Edwardsville. 

Other commission 
members present were Rep. 
Celeste Stiehl, Belleville; 
and two public members, 
Joseph Azzarelli, Kankakee, 
and Walter Shipp of Cen- 
tralia.

are being conducted around 
the state in September. Only 
two — in Collinsville and 
Harrisburg — are in 
Southern Illinois. 

‘The purpose of the sessions 
is to learn how the public 
feels about the state’s high- 
way and transit needs. 

According to Vadalabene, 
the commission also wants to 
find out whether the public 
will accept tax increases to 
support the highway system. 

He said the public’s input 
would be presented to the 
General Assembly. ‘‘In 
recent years, we haven't 
been spending enough on 
highways and our mass 
transit systems are in 
trouble,” Vadalabene told 
those in the audience. 

Mayor Gene Brombolich, 
speaking for the city of 
Collinsville and for an area 
mayors’ group, said an in- 
crease in the state gasoline 
tax is needed. He also urged 
a restructuring of the way 
motor fuel tax funds are 
allotted. 

He asked that motor fuel 
tax be based on gas prices, 
rather than gallons con- 
sumed, because con- 
sumption has declined, with 
a negative effect on the 
amount of motor fuel tax 
received by communities. 

Brombolich said it made 
“no economic sense” for the 
state to have spent hundreds 
of millions of dollars on high- 
ways Interstate 255 in- 
cluded — that are still not 
usable and whose completion 
dates “are now anyone’s 
guess.” 

He said three area high- 
way projects 409 from 
O'Fallon to Carlyle, 143 in 
Wood River and 1-255 — 
would put the area’s labor 
force to work and would 
bring economic growth, 

“T see the message from 
the local community loud 
and clear: ‘Put some of my 
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unemployed to work, and 
give me the opportunity to 
grow,’"” Brombolich said. 

Dean Turner of the South- 
western Illinois Building and 
Construction Trades Council 
said a strong road program 
would put to work 50 percent 
of the 8,500 persons 
represented by his group. 

He said his group would 
back a tax increase for high- 
ways. 

Dan Ellis, of Local 520 of 
the Operating Engineers, 
said, ‘We do need a gas tax 
(increase). Our membership 
will support it.” 

Nameoki_ Township 
Supervisor Harry Briggs 
said his township's biggest 
expense is trying to maintain 
roads. He said it costs $6,516 
to oil and chip one mile, and 
would total $280,000 to do all 
the roads in the township. 


Nameoki gets much less 
than this — $182,000 — in tax 
money, he said. 

Tony Georgeff, Mon- 
tgomery County highway 
superintendent, said new 
taxes should be paid by the 
persons who use the roads. 

He said he would like to see 
legislation which allows an 
increase in local level taxes 
for roads and bridges. 


He also said new road 
materials should be studied. 

Georgeff said he has spent 
12 years developing a road 
base product, Pozzolanic, 
made of fly ash and wet- 
bottom boiler slag. It was 
used successfully to build 
one road in his county in 
1976. 

He said new road products 
currently receive ‘a lot of 
political pressure from 
people running scared. 


Legislation aids 
UWlinois farmers 


Legislation that will allow 
farmers to vote on whether 
to use a portion of their corn 
crop sales for an Illinois corn 
marketing program has 
been signed into law by 
Governor James R 
Thompson. 

“Illinois agricultural 
products have long led the 
nation in overall production, 
a fact supported by our top 
ranking among exporting 
states in the country,’ the 
Governor said. ‘“‘What this 
bill will do is’ give Illinois 
farmers the opportunity to 
further expand their foreign 
and domestic markets.” 

Under Senate Bill 122, corn 
producers in Illinois can vote 
this fall in a referendum 
conducted by the Illinois 
Corn Growers Association on 
whether to use a quarter- 
cent per-bushel of their crop 
earnings to fund a corn 
marketing program. A 
majority vote is needed for 
ratification. 

A similar vote was held in 
1980 and failed to gain the 
necessary votes. That vote 
included a proposal that 
would have allowed the per- 
bushel assessment level to 
be increased without a vote. 

In order for a referendum 
to be held this fall, 2,500 
signatures of corn growers 
must be gathered. At least 10 
signers from a mimimum of 
50 counties must be included 
in the petition drive and the 
signatures must be 
presented the state 
Agriculture . Department 
Director. 

The bill was sponsored by 
Senator John Maitland of 
Bloomington and 
Representative Gordon 
Ropp of Normal. It is ef- 
fective immediately. 

In other legislative action, 
Thompson announced 
Friday he has: 

Approved Senate Bill 1447, 


to 
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a measure that gives 
homeowners more time to 
prevent foreclosure in the 
homes. 

The bill provides a six- 
month redemption period for 
mortgage, lien and trust 
deed foreclosures, a 
provision that was 
eliminated under previous 
legislation. 

The bill was sponsored by 
Senator Frank Ozinga of 
Chicago and Representative 
Sam Vinson of Clinton and is 
effective immediately. 

Signed Senate Bill 1371, 
which extends the 
Mississippi River Parkway 
Commission of Illinois. The 
Commission, originally 
formed on an interum basis, 
advises several state 
agencies on projects with the 
federal Great River Road 
Program 

‘The bill, which takes effect 
immediately, was sponsored 
by Senator Sam Vadalabene 
of Edwardsville and 
Representative Jeffery 
Mays of Quincy. 

Approved House Bill 2278, 
a measure that clarifies 
previous legislation calling 
for the lifting of interest rate 
ceilings on mortgage loans 
for residential real estate. 

Because of the word 
“pesidential’’ in previous 
legislation, non-residential 
property. could have been 
subject to interest rate 
ceilings. H.B. 2278 removes 
that portion of the law. 

The bill was sponsored by 
Represenative John Leon 
and Senator Glen Dawson, 
both of Chicago. It is ef- 
fective immediately.

‘Thompson announces that he 
has signed legislation that 
will help famiies of reckless 
homicide victims. 1 

“Tragic and reckless 
deaths from wanton crime 
leave families devastated 
from their loss,’’ the 
governor said. “By 
providing them with a means 
of applying for some com- 
pensation, this measure 
helps those families cope 
with their loss,’” 

Senate Bill 1590, which 
amends the Illinois Crime 
Victims Compensation. Act, 
raises the compensation 
limit for victims or their 
families to $15,000 in several 
crime categories, icluding 
murder, kidnapping, assault 
and battery. The current 
compensation limit under 
the Act is $10,000. 

‘The bill, which will go into 
effect Jan. 1, 1983, was 
sponsored by Senators 
Richard Walsh of River 
Forest and Vince DeMuzio of 
Carlinville, and 
Representatives. Roger 
McAuliffe of Chicago and 
Judy Koehler of Henry. 

Also acted on by Thomp- 
son were bills including: 

Senate Bill 1259, a measure 
the governor signed that 
outlines procedures for the 
governor or his represen- 
tative to follow when nuclear 
waste agreements are made 
between Illinois and another 
state. 

The billl, sponsored by 
Senator Jerome Joyce of 
Bradley and Representative 
Ray Christenson of Morris, 
says that agreements made 
by the governor will not be 
valid unless they’re ap- 
proved by the General 
Assembly and retained by 
the Secretary of State for 30 
days as a public record. 

“Due to the long-term risks 
associated with radioactive 
substances and the great 
public interest in govern- 
mental decisions concerning 
nuclear waste, I believe it is 
wise and good public policy 
for the General Assembly to 
share decision-making with 
the Executive Branch,’’ the 
governor said in a signing 
message. 

The measure goes 
effect immediately. 

Signing. House Bill 2263, 
which provides that 
fraternal organizations can 
receive contributions of up to 
$50,000 before they must file 
certified annual reports with 
the Attorney General. 
Currently fraternal 
organizations must file a 
report with the state for 
contributions of more than 
$25,000. 

The measure, which takes 
effect immediately, was 
sponsored by Representative 
LeRoy Van Duyne of Joliet 
and Senator George 
Sangmeister of Mokena. 

House Bill 1998, a bill the 
governor approved that 
requires vehicles used to 
transport senior citizens be 
inspected by the Department 
of Transportation, The bill 
also says that vehicles used 
to transport 12 or more 
senior. citizens must have 
signs on both sides indicating 
that the vehicle is used for 
the elderly. 

The legislation was 
sponsored by Representative 
Josephine Oblinger of 
Sherman and Senator John 
Davidson of Springfield. It 
takes effect immediately.

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Five years is a long time to live with high air lead 
levels while medical research studies advance a 
possible link between learning disabilities and elevated 
levels of lead in the blood. Especially when the perhaps 
dangerous, but subtle, levels cannot be detected by 
normal childhood testing programs. 

Now seems the ideal time for the state — its 
brothers’ environmental keeper — to step in and 
spearhead an investigation that could enhance lives 
here and add to a body of knowledge that might help 
other communities as well 

Granite City tops the state in ambient lead pollution, 
a dubious distinction that has apparently not gone un- 
noticed by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy in Springfield. However, residents in possibly hazar: 
dous lead areas seem to be the last to get the word, ata 
time they could be taking extra precautions of keeping 
other more common sources of lead away from their 


What do the changes at Granite City Steel and 
National Steel add up to? We'll voice a few thoughts.

The critics have some point. If one happens to be in 
downtown Granite City, and happens to need to go to 
Cayuga Street, it is terriffic. However, if a driver wan- 
ts to get from downtown to McKinley Bridge and St. 
Louis in a rapid manner, State Street to the bridge via 
Broadway will be just about as fast when the Venice 
underpass is rebuilt, and will have fewer stop signs and 
no lights. 

We traveled Rock Road from Route 3 yesterday and 
counted four stop signs and one traffic light in the six 
short blocks between Route 3 and the overpass. Those 
blocks are short and the result is a constant switch 
from the accelerator to the brake pedal. 

It’s a waste of time, gasoline and brake linings. It

children. 

They should not be neglected this time when the state 
decides whether or not to fund a local lead study. For 
the state to take on this complex environmental 
problem, still in its pioneering stages, seems a natural 
choice. 

With adequate federal backing, a fuller-scale in- 
vestigation could incorporate a more detailed 
pathological research and data approach, in 
cooperation with St. Elizabeth Medical Center, that a 
less-conclusive blood testing analysis could not.

The city council needs to decide whether it wants 
Rock Road to be a convenient and fast route in and out 
of town or whether it, too, should be used to please a 
few nearby residents and gain a few votes by bringing 
traffic toa standstill. 

If it is to be used to gain votes, there still are two cor- 
ners on Rock Road which do not have stop signs. Put- 
ting those up should gain at least 10 more votes, even if 
it further reduces traffic on the overpass. 


If it is to become a major carrier of traffic, we 
suggest the council give the convenience of all of the 
city’s residents preference over the convenience of a 
few and pull down the stop signs. Removing un- 
necessary stop signs also can gain some votes.

‘That was one of the main themes stressed at this 
year’s Illinois Press Association (IPA) convention in 
Decatur, which ended Saturday. 

Speakers contended that the American public is 
losing faith in the press, primarily because, since 
Watergate, some newsmen have started feeling more 
important than the general public and their writing 
reflects that feeling.

Rolling stops are OK, if no cars are coming 


Granite City probably has more 
stop signs than most major 
metropolitan areas, suburbs in- 
cluded. 

‘Those of us who own cars that stall 
at every stop know exactly how 
troublesome those red octagons can 
be. My luck is that there is usually a 
police car behind me when I hit the 
string of stop signs on Delmar 
coming to or from work. That means 
I cannot roll or glide through the 
intersection. 

An exact stop is required. Wat- 
ching in the rearview mirror, 
however, shows that many of 


Granite City’s finest also do the look, 
listen and roll routine. Nothing 
wrong with that at all, but the timing 
has to be perfect. 

For instance, if youare rolling toa 
stop you must be absolutely certain 
that another car is not about to do 
the same — you could roll into 
hundreds of dollars worth of 
damages. 

But the real point of all of this is all 
the stop signs in Granite City. 
Certainly there are many places 
where stop signs are needed. But 
recently, a two-way stop was 
erected at the corner of Lindell 


Boulevard and Terrace Lane. There 
is also a two-way stop one block over 
at Cottage and Terrace 


Terrace does not usually have the 
traffic to justify so many stops in a 
row — there is a stop at Garfield and 
Terrace as well. 

‘That's three stops and three stalls. 


Delmar, Edison and_ other 
downtown residential streets have 
stop signs at nearly every corner. 
That’s a lot of stops and a lot of 
stalls. 

No wonder I am always late. 


Who has time to read the Village Voice? Me.

At least somebody can 
gain from the recession. Too bad itis 
not the people who really need a 
break. 





quality report, Granite City’s air 
monitor at 15th Street and Madison 
Avenue last year registered the highest 
level of lead in the air ever recorded in 
the state, exceeding health standards 
by an average of more than four times 
the state’s allowable limit, during a 
three-month period. The same monitor 
registered average lead levels ex- 
ceeding the state standard three- 
fourths of the year. The same site 
surpassed the standard an average of 
six months in 1980. 

In 1979, the site topped federal lead 
air standards the entire year. Half that 
year the readings were twice those 
permitted. In’1978, the site had an an- 
nual average of lead concentrate twite 
as high as federal standards the whole 
year. In 1977, the annual average was 
again in excess, but by a lower margin. 

The health agency has decided to 
accept IEPA’s request to look deeper 
into the lead posioning statistics 
gathered at its Granite City-based 
office. Within 60 days, Johnson hopes a 
decision will be reached on whether or 
not to go ahead with more detailed 
resident blood analysis tests in Granite 
City, “The decision will depend on the 
data,”’ Johnson said. 

Until now, the state health depart- 
ment’s role here was the detection of an 
extremely intense type of lead exposure 
associated with the ingestion of lead- 
based paints by children 1 to 6 years-of- 
age. The Madison-St. Clair counties 
program received its grant funding for 
that purpose. 

Although concern about lead in the 
air and soil launched the drive to get the 
lead testing van to the area, that action 
and the state’s local lead program have 
been aimed at combating the type of 
lead problem associated with paint in 
older homes. 

The precentage rate for children 
found with the severe type of lead paint 
poisoning in Madison County has 
dropped from the 3 to4-percent range to 
the 2 to 3-percent range, close to the 
state average, since testing began here 
three years ago, according to Johnson. 
Separate lead poisoning statistics for 
‘Tri-City area were not kept. 

“7 ‘suspect that would made a 
minimal difference,” Johnson said. 

Such a difference would not 
necessarily be found, even if the 
general population here were ex- 
periencing a blood lead level high 
enough to cause possible health 
problems but not great enough to cause 
drastic symptoms associated with lead 
paint. Blood analysis tests needed to 
detect the more subtle condition are 
expensive; yet, the possibility of such 
tests here is being seriously considered 
by the state. 

“Based on other data, we can project 
what the level should be if the 
population is exposed to normal (lead) 
levels," Johnson said. Everyone is 
exposed to lead to some extent through 
canned foods, car exhaust, smoking 
and other sources. ‘‘The question is, is 
any given population exposed to 
greater levels.” 

‘An even tougher question appears to 


ticulate rate in the state; the highest 
single 24-hour concentrated reading; 
and the highest number of 24-hour 
violations at a single air monitor site. 

‘The air pollution readings were made 
last year at a time when two key factors 
favored lower pollution concentrates — 
high precipitation and an economic 
Tecession. 

Six of the city's eight air monitoring 
sites, while all above health standard 
levels, showed some improvement over 
1980 readings, but half of those six had 
previously recorded lower pollution 
ratings. 

The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (IEPA) stated in 
response to a resident’s comments 
made this June at a public hearing on 
Granite City Steel’s alternative air 
control ‘bubble’ request, that the 
agency has been ‘‘frustrated in earlier 
attempts to improve air quality in 
Granite City."’ 

Now, after the state has issued 
Granite City Steel’ its sought-after 
“bubble permit,’’ the environmental 
agency projects various steel company 
legal compliance plans ‘and the bubble 
concept should “significantly improve 
air quality in the Granite City area” 
within a two-year period. 


Meanwhile, among the statistics 
contained in the 1981 Illinois Annual Air 
Quality Report, the air monitoring site 
at 2001 East 20th St. had an annual 
average airborne particulate count of 
190 micrograms per cubic meter, 
compared to the 75 microgratns 
maximum allowed by state and federal 
health standards. 

‘The highest annual rates for neigh- 
boring communities were Wood River, 
80; Alton, 73; Collinsville, 66, and 
Edwardville (Poag Road), 58. 

Other Granite City sites ranged from 
139 micrograms per cubic meter at 15th 
Street and Madison Avenue to 76 at 2040 
Johnson Road.

be how to determine at what point lower 
lead blood levels begin to affect the 
individual and how the effects manifest 
themselves. For a partial answer, 
Johnson referred to a March 29, 1979, 
article in‘‘The New England Journal of 
Medicine,’ by Dr. Herbert L. 
Needleman. 

The study involved two groups of 
Massachusetts school children, 
representating the high and low ratings 
for accumulated lead found in their 
shed baby teeth. Unlike blood lead 
levels that go up and down according to 
current lead exposurers, teeth, as well 
as the brain, bone marrow and kidneys, 
absorb and hold lead. 

Despite the fact that any child found 
to have lead poisoning was excluded 
from the test, all the children with the 
higher dental lead levels ‘‘performed 
significantly less well” on a standard 
intelligence test and were rated 
“significantly poorer on nine of 11 
(behavioral) items’’ by their teachers. 

“The defined ‘no-effect’ levels for 
children exposed to lead has undergone 
a steady downward revision over the 
past three decades as new data have 


shown effects at lower doses,” states 
Dr. Needleman in the medical journal. 

According to an April, 1978, 
statement by the federal Center for 
Disease Control in its “Preventing Lead 
Poisoning in Young Children"’ 
publication, expanding works on lead 
“indicate that subtle effects of lead 
may be expressed in altered neuro- 
psychological behavior of considerable 
significance, especially to the growing 
child.”” 

“I think our concern is not to panic 
anyone,” Johnson said. “If there was 
going to be a large case of lead 
poisoning (rather than elevated lead 
blood levels), we would have found this 
already.” 

According to Johnson, if the lower 
lead blood level search is conducted 
here, ideally a tooth or bone marrow 
analysis method would be used, other 
than depending on the blood lead level, 
which could rapidly return to normal, 
despite excessive exposure in the past 
For practical purposes, repeated blood 
level testing would be performed here, 
if the state IEPA decides to undertake 
the study

A 24-hour standard, which allows 
each site to reach a single maximum 
reading of 260 micrograms per cubic 
meter in a year, was exceeded at least 
once at 13 sites throughout the state.

First indictments on open 
Meetings Act violations

Three members of the 
Wood River Township Board 
of Trustees, indicted 
Thursday for allegedly 
holding secret meetings last 
year, regard the charges as 
politically motivated. Illinois 
Attorney General Ty 
Fahner, however, regards 
the indictments as a warning 
that the state’s new Open 
Meetings Act will be en- 
forced. 

A Madison County grand 
jury on Thursday charged 
violations of the Illinois Open 
Meetings Act by James D. 
Leatherwood, Dr. Richard 
Frederick and James Yates. 
Each was named in three 
counts, relating to Sept. 22, 
Nov. 4 and Nov. 17, 1981, 
actions. 

Each has posted a $1,000 
bond, set by Circuit Judge 
Philip J. Rarick. 

Violation of the act would 
be a misdemeanor, poten- 
tially punishable by a 30-day 
jail term and a $500 fine. 
Conviction would not require 
forfeiture of office. 

State law allows secret 
discussions by public of- 
ficials only when they are 
discussing property 
acquisitions, pending legal 
matters and certain per- 
sonnel decisions. 

Speaking to the Illinois 
Press Association Con- 
vention in Decatur, Ill, 
Thursday, Attorney General 
Fahner said he had just 
received word of the in- 
dictments, the first under the 
state’s new Open Meetings 
Act. He said during a press 
conference with his. op- 
ponent, Neil Hartigan, that 
the indictment is but one 
example that the branches of 
the attorney general’s office. 
are working to assist all 
areas of the state in en- 
forcing the laws.

My recent column on the 
sports of my youth, such as 
marbles, etc., brought out 
the biggest deluge of letters 
and ‘phone calls I’ve ever 
received. 

Most of them claimed to 
have been the champion of 
their area for certain years, 
but only one named dates 
and other data which leads 
me to feel that he was, in 
fact, a champion, or at least, 
as he’ claims, a runner-up. 

The claimant came in a 
letter (dated Sept. 2, 1982) 
from Vasil Tanase of 
Madison; Ill. 

Says Tanase: ‘‘In 1933, I 
entered the marble tour- 
nament (which was) 
sponsored by the old St. 
Louis Star and Times. I was 
going to the old Harris 
School at the time. I was in 
the eighth grade.” 

“We played) at a 
playground in St. Louis. I 
can’t remember the name 
but I think it was near the old 
McBride High School.” 

McBride High, now closed, 
was located on Kirgshigh- 
way and Easton. Or, come to 
think: of it, was it Page? 
Anyway, the area was the 
site of many such activities 
as the marble tourney Mr. 


Tanase cites. 

He continues: “I placed 
second in the tournament 
and I still have the medal 
they gave (presented to) me. 
I think (that) Frank May, 
my classmate, was first. As 
of the present time, I don’t 
know where his residence is 
.. that’s been about 50 years 
ago, and ] am now 63 years 
old.”” 

Over the Labor Day 
weekend, I was talking over 
those days with some of my 
old buddies. We agreed that 
we have all lost something 
precious with the demise of 
widespread participation of - 
our children in such sports as 
marbles and jacks. 

But, off-setting that loss to 
some degree ‘has been the 
rapid growth of soccer and 
its acceptance by boys and 
girls from six years on up 
through high school and 
college and finally, in pro 
ranks. 

I have long felt that our 
society’s failure to in- 
corporate soccer into our 
athletic programs going 
back 150 years was a tragic 
mistake. Just think of the 
million of boys and girls who 
could have enjoyed playing 
the game of soccer all those 
years, In my own life span, 


which saw the rapid growth 


of team sports from 1920 
through to this day, the lack 
of soccer in the programs of 
the high schools deprived 
many, many kids of a chance 
to take part in a sport 
Soccer, of course, is a sport 
in which brute force or giant 
size isn’t as crucial as was 
our main sports of the past 60 
years football and 
basketball. 

In the area in which I came 
of age, central Illinois, and, 
in fact, the entire state and 
mid-west, soccer would have 
made it possible for many 
hundreds of high schools to 
have “‘fielded’”’ soccer 
elevens which couldn’t af-- 
ford. to ‘‘field’’ football 
(American version, that is) 
teams. 

One has to ask one’s self 


the question: why? It would 
have been only one answer 
It was as if we decided back 
there around just before the 
outbreak of the Civil War 
that everything we did must 
be other than the Old 
Country and that attitude 
included sports. So, we in- 
vented our own game like 
baseball, basketball and 
football and completely 
ruled out soccer. 

What a tragic mistake, 
don’t you agree.

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Dental and medical 
school funds sought 


Approximately $312,000 in 
planning funds for a’ dental 
education clinic facility for 
the Alton Center of Southern 
IHinois University | al 
Edwardsville heads the 
capital budget priority 
listing for the SIU system for 
fiscal year 1983-84, approved 
Thursday by the SIU Board 
of Trustees at its meeting in 
Carbondale. 

The priority listing will be 
submitted to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
(IBHE) as part of the 
Resource Allocation and 
Management Program 
(RAMP), a budgeting plan 
instituted by the IBHE as the 
first in a series of steps 
required to develop actual 
operating and capital fund 
requests for the year 
beginning July 1, 1983. 

The second priority is 
acquisition of property 
adjacent to the School of 
Medicine in Springfield for 
later remodeling to meet 
anticipated space needs for 
the next 10 years and reduce 
current leasing of space. 
Funds requested for. this 
total nearly $3 million, with 
$2.6 million for’ actual 
property acquisition and 
$400,000 for planning funds. / 

The next four projects on 
the capital budget priority 
list afe repair and 
replacement projects, 
followed by a proposed 
expansion of Dental Satelite 
Clinic facilities in East St. 
Louis, estimated to cost 
$543,000. 

The repair and 
replacement projects in- 
clude replacement of un- 
derground electric cable at 
SIU at Carbondale, $332,000; 
replacement of roofs.on the 
Supporting Services 
Building and the penthouses 
of Buildings Il and III at 
SIUE, $348,800; roof 
replacements on all or part 
of seven buildings at SIUC, 
$373,000; and renovation and 
remodeling of the East St. 
Louis Center, $218,900 

The priority listing in- 
cludes nine projects for SIUC 
at an estimated cost of $4.4 
million, and 10 projects for 
SIUB/at.an estimated cost of 
$2.8 million, for a system 
total.of $7.3,million. 

In addition, eight energy 
conservation projects, three 
for SIUC and five for SIUE, 
are listed at a_ total 
estimated cost of $1.8 
million. Also included are 
five food production projects 
for SIUC at a total of $2.4 
million. 3 

‘The separate priority lists 
for energy conservation and 
food production were 
prepared at the request of 
the IBHE. 

‘The SIU system request, 
with all three lists included, 
totals $11.5 million. 

University officials said 
the proposed lental 
education clinic facility at 
Alton would consist of 30,800 
square feet, providing 72 
dental operatories. 

Estimated cost of the 
facility is $4.5 million. The 
present dental clinic at Alton 
is housed in a barracks-type 
building constructed in 1940 
and renovated in 1972. 

Proposed expansion of the 
Dental |Satellite Clinic at 
SIUE’s East St. Louis Center 
would permit enlarging the 
existing clinic from nine to 2% 
dental operatories, Costs 
would include $119,000 for 
dental chairs, cabinets and 
miscellaneous equipment 
and $424,000 for remodeling 
4,000 square feet to ac- 
commodate additional 
operatories. 

In addition to the highest 
priority items, other SIUE 


capital projects listed, ex- 
cluding energy conservation 
and food production, and 
their system wide priority 
rankings are: Alton campus, 
minor remodeling, $127,600, 
No. 8; Wagner Service 
Center, renovation and 
remodeling, $170,400, No. 9; 
resurfacing roads, drives 
and walks and site im- 
provements, $286,200, No. 12. 
Also planning for an in- 
strumental music rehearsal 
annex to the Com- 
munications Building, 
$11,600 No. 15; Lovejoy 
Library, replace carpeting, 
$349,000, No. 16; and con- 
struction of a _ vehicle 
Maintenance garage near 
the Supporting Services 
Building, $374,900, No. 17 


Hope to expand 
parking areas 
at university 


Plans for modification, 
expansion and improvement 
of several existing parking 
areas at Southern. Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
at an estimated cost of 
$150,000, were approved 
Thursday by the SIU Board 
of Trustees. 

The plans will be sub- 
mitted to the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education for 
review and approval. 

The project includes 
providing more parking 
spaces in Lot C, behind the 
Rendleman Building, and 
rerouting the access road to 
Lot E for pedestrian safety 
behind the Communications 
and Science Buildings. 

Also included are plans to 
modify and expand Lots A 
and D, serving the northwest 
sector of the campus core, to 
accommodate parking needs 
at the Multi-purpose 
Building, currently — under. 
construction, Access roads 
will be rerouted as part of 
the modification plans. 

‘The anticipated source of 
funds for the project is 
revenue from fines and the 
sale of parking decals, The 
project is designated as a 
non-instructional capital 
improvement. 2

Diak, who has Been serving 
the papers since his 
retirement June 23, receives 
half of the $8 serving fee and 
half of the mileage fee for 
each paper he serves. The 
county receives the other 
half of the two fees and the 
entire $3 return fee for each 
paper served 


Although no exact figures 
were available, the sheriff 
said savings should be 
considerable. 

“We're able to serve more 
papers and make more 
money, but it won't cost the 
county at all,”’ Toffant said. 
“you're saving a man’s 
salary, the expense of an 
automobile, providing 
gasoline and the clothing 
allowance.” 

Toffant credited County 
Board Member Fred Dalton, 
Collinsville, with the idea. 
Dalton, a member of the 
county finance committee 
and chairman of the per- 
sonnel. committee, asked if 
process serving could be 
done with less expense to the 
county, according to Toffant.

SIUE operating 
funds are down 


The Southern Illinois 
University Board of Trustees 
approved on Thursday a 
$246,134,504 operating budget 
for the Carbondale and 
Edwardsville campuses and 
the Office of the Chancellor, 
based on state  ap- 
propriations and anticipated 
non-appropriated income for 
the 1983 fiscal year, which 
began July 1. 

The budget, up $3.6 million 
or 1.5 percent over last year, 
is based on estimated in- 
come of $162.3 million from 
state appropriations and 
$83.8 million in non 
appropriated funds. 

Of the state  ap- 
propridtions, which account 
for 66 percent of the total 
operating budget, the 
Carbondale campus will 
receive $114.8 million, up 
less than one percent over 
last year, while the local 
campus will receive $46.5 
million, a one percent 
decrease, 

‘The chancellor’s office will 
receive $988,000, down less 
than one percent. 

State appropriated funds 
consist of general revenue 
funds (tax dollars) and in- 
come fund collections, 
derived primarily from 
tuition and fees. 

General revenue funds will 
support 51 percent of the 
projected budget, while 
income fund collections are 
expected to support 15 
percent, 

Projected _ non-appropr- 
jated funds represent a net 
inerease of $3.3 million’ or 
four percent over last year, 
with the Carbondale campus 
budgeted for an increase of 
$383,000 (.6 percent). The 
Edwardsville campus is 
budgeted for an increase of 
$2.9 million (20,5. percent). 

Funds in the non- 
appropriated: category in- 
clude income received in 
support of research and 
other programs sponsored 
by governmental entities 
and private foundations and 

_ corporations; reimburse- 
ments of indirect costs on 
sponsored programs; 
revenues from operation .of 
bond-financed auxiliary 
enterprises, principally 
housing and student center 
operations; and income from 
other self-supporting 
auxiliary enterprises and 
activities which are funded 
primarily by student fees 
and operating charges. 

The increase in state 
appropriated funds provides 
salary increases averaging 
three percent for all em- 
ployees, to be granted Jan. 1, 
1983. Funding for these in- 
creases was provided on only 
90 percent of the fiscal 1982 
personal services base. 

The budget does not allow 
for any increases in general 
costs. And only 70-percent of 
the original funding level 
recommended by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
(IBHE). for utility cost in- 
creases. has been provided. 

Each university had’ its 
fiscal 1982 personal services 
base reduced by 1.5 percent. 

A reduction in staffing was 
achieved at both institutions 
by assessing a productivity 
improvement equal to one 
percent of the 1982 personal 
services base at SIUC and 1.5 
percent at SIUE. 

In addition, SIUE received 
a budget base reduction of 
$663,700 on the basis of an 
IBHE analysis of in- 
structional costs. 

Funding increases of $1 
million at SIUC and $462,000 
at SIUE are recommended 
for high-cost, high- 
enrollment growth 


disciplines such — as 
engineering, computer 
science, agriculture, 
business and law, and for 
scientific and technical 
equipment. This funding was 
provided with revenues from 
tuition increases above 10 
percent and a reduction of 
tuition retained from 
auxiliary enterprises. 

Other base adjustments 
include reductions of $350,000 
at the SIUC School of 
Medicine and $200,000 at the 
SIUE School of Dental 
Medicine.

Enterprize zone 
legislation altered 


A new law will allow the 
creation of up to eight en- 
terprise zones in Illinois 
every year for up to six 
years, in an effort to provide 
economic development for 
depressed areas. 

In an amendatory veto 
message, Gov. James R. 
Thompson said __ the 
“Enterprise Zone Act” is a 
‘laudable community 
economic initiative. Its focus 
is to stimulate business 
development and job 
creation in depressed areas 
of the state. It deserves 
support and improvement 

“This is a vastly improved 
bill over one I vetoed in the 
last session. Access to 
capital, opportunities for 
community residents, and 
assistance to new or ex- 
panding businesses are 
available in larger measure. 

“Although improved, this 
concept can never be a sole 
response to economic 
development in depressed 
areas, However, as an ad- 
ditional tool it takes on a 
useful and important 
dimension.”’ 

As aprt of the measure, 
which now returns to the 
legislature, the zones may 
exist for up to 20 years and 
can be up to 10 square miles 
in area, They are to be 
located in urban or rural 
areas of extensive poverty. 

The. Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs is to administer state 
efforts, including identifying 
“burdensome rules.”’ 

“Phe basic protections for 
residents and workers in an 

+ enterprise zone are not 
compromised in this bill,’ 
Thompson said. ‘I see no 
reason to undercut the basic 
protection of the en- 
vironment or workplace 
safety.”” 

In addition, special 
projects may be set up in the 
zones to use .welfare and 
unemployment. benefits as 
training or wage subsidies in 
cases where these can be 
used’as a tool to speed access 
by recipients to private 
business jobs. 

Among the major portions 
of Senate Bill 1299 approved 
by the governor were those 
tor 

Allo: a deduction 
against the state income tax 
for a.contribution to a 
project conducted by a 
designated zone organization 
that creates mobs, improves 
housing stock, stimulates 
neighborhood business 
activity “or prevents crime, 

Double. the bonding 
authority of the Illinois 
Industrial | Development 
Authority to $1 billion, with 
$100. million set aside» in 
bonding authority for zone 
projects that would create 
jobs for, low-income zone 
residents. 

—Allow an income tax 
eredit for investment in 
qualified property placed in 
service in an. Enterprise 
Zone, including buildings 
and structural components 
of buildings. 

Allow a business income 
tax deduction from adjusted 
gross income for dividends 


paid by companies located in 
the zones. Financial in- 
stitutions also could subtract 
interest income from loans 
made by taxpayers who 
invest in the qualified 
property. 

—Allow a_ sales tax 
abatement for purchase of 
building materials for 
remodeling, rehabilitation or 
new construction in a zone. 
Local government would 
abate its portion of the sales 
tax, while the state would 
give refunds. 

—Target state deposits 
with financial institutions 
doing business in a zone. 

The governor's changes 
includes: 

Broadening zone criteria 
and tax incentives to com- 
panies willing to start up, 
expand or locate in the 
zones. 

Eliminating two 
“‘potentially costly and 
questionable” tax incentives 
from the bill — Abatement of 
utility taxes on businesses in 
the zone and a $1,000 tax 
credit for zone residents 
hired by small businesses in 
the zone. 

Ending a section that 
potentially restricts use of 
community development, 
job training and other 
assistance programs in the 
zones. 

The Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs will be conducting six 
day-long workshops for 
communities interested in 
the opportunities created by 
the legislation. 

The workshops will include 
a detailed explanation of the 
measure as well as in- 
struction on how to apply for 
Enterprise Zone con- 
sideration.

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More search warrants used 


As a follow-through onan ultimatum 
of voluntary—or forced inspections, 
search warrants have been used to 
check 13 homes of Quiet Valley sub- 
division residents for sewer violations. 

The second search in recent weeks 
brings, the total number of homes in- 
spected in that area to 18. 

The unusual measures were taken 
after the Madison County Special Sewer 
District committee decided action was 
needed to halt dumping of storm water 
into its sanitary sewer system serving 
portions of Chouteau, Nameoki and 
Venice townships 

Five searches — intended to spur on 
other residents reluctant to make in- 
spection appointments — were con- 
ducted in July. But the first searches 
apparently failed to persuade some of 
the holdouts. 

The sewer committee is anxious to 
halt illegal dumping, suspected of 
overloading district sewer lines 
designed to accept only sanitary 
sewage for transporting and treatment. 
‘The sewage is processed at the Granite 
City Wastewater Treatment Plant. 

The district also is hopeful Granite 
City will change its system of treatment 
billing to a flow rate, rather than the 
present system of billing based on the 
number of users. Such a system would 
make a controlled flow particularly 
important, the committee notes 


District Superintendent Gene Futch 
was granted the second batch of search 
warrants, containing 18 warrants, last 
Tuesday. 

Two sewer district personnel, ac- 
companied by a county sheriff deputy, 
had completed 13 home searches by 
Thursday night. The remainder could 
not be contacted for an inspection. 

Three of the five home searches in 
July resulted in violation allegations. 
But in last week's inspections, no sump 
pumps or lines were found in a position 
to indicate storm water was being 
diverted into county sewer lines. 

In both recent searches, the 
basement drain — a prime spot for 
illegal sewage dumping — was the chief 
concern of the inspectors. 

The superintendent was not sure 
what motives were behind the holdouts’ 
refusal to permit voluntary inspections, 
but he said some residents may be 
rallying behind Pontoon Beach of- 
ficials. 

Village Trustee Donald Rea ‘has 
refused to make an appointment for a 
voluntary inspection, although 
Assistant State’s Attorney Marshall 
“Zeke” Smith chose not to include Rea 
in the recent search warrant request to 
Madison County Chief Circuit Judge 
Joseph Barr 

The delay between the first and 
second search warrant inspections was 


due in part to the reluctance shown by 
Judge Barr to issue the warrants 
without first reviewing the legal 
aspects with Smith. 

Confident now about the legality of 
the search warrant procedure for sewer 
violations, Futch repeated an earlier 
statement that he has targeted the 
Sunny Dell Acres subdivision for the 
next group of warrants. 

In about two weeks, Futch said, the 
county will conduct door-to-door 
voluntary searches for sewer violations 
in that section. Search warrants will be 
sought against any homeowners 
refusing. 

He calls the inspections no ‘sure 
cure’’ that illegal dumpting will not 
occur in the future in those homes 
already inspected. “Somebody's going 
to have to get burned first,” said Futch, 
referring to penalties that could be 
imposed against violators 

The district has decided not to press 
charges against the three violators 
discovered in the first Quiet Valley 
inspection, since the area had been 
hookup up to the sewer district as a 
unit, and no individuals had directly 
violated individual permit applications. 

In Sunny Dell Acres, residents did 
apply for the permits individually and 
should be held responsible for any 
penalities involved in violations, ac- 
cording to Futch, 


Senior companion plan here 


Belleville Area. College’s Programs 
and Services for Older Persons, 22nd 
and Iowa streets, has received a grant 
to develop a Senior Companions 
Program for low-income persons 60 
years of age and older which will serve 
the Quad-City area.

“After qualifying and receiving 
appropriate training, the senior 


companion is placed in a residence, 
nursing home or hospital to give 
companionship to an older person who 
needs some support or supervision in 
order to be able to remain in the 
mainstream of life,’ Field Coordinator 
Marge Hall said. 


“Senior companions never ad- 
minister’ medicine and are not per- 
mitted to do any heavy cleaning. 


“Their assignments include writing 
letters, reading, helping prepare light 
meals, encouraging an interest in good 
hygiene, helping with a prescribed 
physical therapy program, assisting in 
home management, developing social 
contacts and shopping 


“This is an extremely imp;ortant 
program for the clients who are given 
the companion, as well as the monetary 
gain received by the senior com- 
panions. The money does not affect 
their public aid, Social Security, 
Medicaid or food stamps. 

“In addition to the financial 
assistance, they have an opportunity to 
be of service to those who are less 
fortunate, thus affording the senior 
companion a new sense of importance 
and meaningfulnees for his or her life 

“Tf you or someone you know is 60 or 
over and qualifies for this program, 
please contact me at 876-3223. We are 
taking applications at this time,” she 
concluded.

-Oil companies to 
refund overcharges 


Illinois businesses and 
individuals who were 
overcharged for crude oil 
and petroleum products 
from Standard Oil of Indiana 
(Amoco) will receive bet- 
ween $5 million and $10 
million in refunds from the 
U.S. Department of Energy 
as part of a_ settlement 
between DOE and Amoco, 
Governor James R 
Thompson announces. 

“This money, which is a 
portion of Amoco’s. set- 
tlement for overcharging 
Midwest customers over a 
six-year period, will be used 
to reimburse customers who 
have been injured because of 
the company’s pricing 
practices,’’ the governor 
said. ‘Any remaining money 
will become available to the 
states.” 

Thompson said that 
Amoco agreed ‘to pay $71 
million to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy in April 1980 
to settle claims leveled 
against the corporation by 
customers who said they 
paid too much for oil 
products between March 6, 
1973 and December 31, 1979. 

Those funds were placed in 
an interest-bearing account 
and now total more than $100 
million, he said. 

Under the Amoco set- 
tlement, consumers and the 
state could receive up to $10 
million based on_ sales 
figures for Illinois. 
businesses and individuals, 
the governor said. 

“Tilinois will submit a plan 
to the Energy Department 
for expenditure of the 
remaining funds for 
programs which will provide 
direct assistance to energy 
consumers in Illinois,”’ said 
Michael B. Witte, director of 
the Department of Energy 
and Natural Resources 

“Special projects to help 
weatherize their homes, pay 
utility bills, participate in 
ride-sharing arrangements 
and obtain alternative 
energy information are 
being considered,’’ Witte 
said. 

Under the settlement, 
firms and persons who used 
several Amoco products 
may be eligible for refunds. 
Those products include: No. 
1 and No. 2 heating oil, motor 
gasoline, diesel fuel, aviation 
gasoline and jet fuel, 
propane and other natural 
gas liquids and residuals. 
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Firms that can show they 
purchased Amoco products 
during the six years involved 
in the suit can file ap- 
plications for refunds with 
the. Department of. Energy. 

Witte said funds remaining 
after the first stage of 
distribution, which is ear- 
marked for individuals and 
firms, will be paid to states 
for energy-related 
programs, 

The amount of funds the 
state receives for those 
programs will depend on the 
difference between final 
sales figures for Illinois and 
the amount contained in the 
applications for refunds the 
Department of Energy 
receives, Witte said. 

He added that the 
Department will conduct 
public hearings at 10 a.m., 
Wednesday, Sept. 22 in the 
Ceremonial Room of the U.S. 
District Court Building, 219 
S. Dearborn, Chicago.

7 years for 
jail escape 


The maximum seven-year 
prison term was ordered 
Thursday by Circuit Judge 
Philip J. Rarick for Jeffrey 
‘A. Taylor, 26, Bethalto, 

He pleaded guilty to 
escaping from the Madison 
County jail in Edwardsville, 
squeezing through’ a. small 
opening in screening above 
an outdoor exercise yard 
about 10 p.m. Monday. 

He was captured 24 hours 
Jater by a South Roxana 
policeman who saw him 
walking along Illinois Route 
111 

Rarick, chief criminal 
judge, noted past burglary 
and drug cases involving 
Taylor and said a severe 
sentence was needed to deter 
future escape attempts by 
others. 

Taylor, a trusty, scaled a 
12-foot wall to become the 
first inmate to escape from 
the new jail since it was 
opened two years ago. 

Held on felony theft and 
burglary. counts and a 
contempt of court charge, 
Taylor had been in jail 
awaiting trial since April 25. 
He was charged along with a 
Granite Cityan as being part 
of a $1 million stolen 
property ring broken up 
earlier this year 

He may be turned over ta 
St, Louis County authorities 
for prosecution on burglary 
charges there. 

Taylor was in the yard 
alone at the time of the 
escape because a jailer had 
to deliver medicine to other 
prisoners. He had been 
granted'time in the exercise 
yard to cool off, as a reward 
for scrubbing the main 
corridor in the jail, Major 
Ewin Knezevich said. 

A wire canopy over the 
40x75-foot exercise yard had 
been newly completed, and 
the jail staff was developing 
a policy for utilization of the 
yard while allowing it to be 
visited by trusties. 

The wire mesh. fence 
material atop the wall was 
not cut but was pushed back 
in one corner, allowing 
Taylor to squeeze through: 
after vaulting to a point near 
the top of the wall. 

Taylor said he bounded up 
the wall, grabbed a ledge at 
the top, pulled himself up to 
the ledge and balanced there. 
while pulling the canopy 
loose. He then slipped 
through and dropped to an » 
alley outside the jail, 

The yard covering was 
installed in June at a cost of, 
$53,500 and was designed not 
only to prevent escapes but 
also to keep weapons or 
other objects from being 
thrown into the jail from the 
outside. 

The flat design is not the 
type originally sought by. 
Sheriff Emil Toffant. Maj, 
Knezevich said, ‘‘We asked 
for a domed covering but 
were told it would be too 
expensive.’” 

He added that mild 
discipline may be ordered 
for the jailers who erred by 
ignoring established 
procedures, 

Taylor left behind a note to 
the jail superintendent, 
apologizing for violating the 
officer’s trust in him. He said 
personal problems had been 
building up and prompted 
him to flee. 

The 24 hours were spent 
without food, hiding in woods 
and sleeping in weeds. He 
suffered many insect bites.

URGES RAILROAD 
FUNDING PROPOSAL 

A Missouri Congressman 
is urging the Terminal 
Railroad Association in St. 
Louis to reconsider its recent, 
rejection of a program that 
would provide $20 million for 
railroad relocation. 

U.S. Rep. Robert A. Young 
(D-St. Louis County) has 
asked the association to to 
again consider a preference 
share funding proposal that 
was set up to finance the St. 
Louis Metro Area Gateway 
Enterprise (MARGE), 
which includes $120 million 
of modernization and con- 
solidation of 67 Metro-East 
railyards, including a major 
expansion of the Madison 
Rail yards and a massive 
new piggyback-yard near St. 
Louis International 
Raceway. 

The federal government 
would pick up the tab for 
two-thirds of the cost 
through low interest 
preference share loans, but, 
last month, the Terminal 
Railroad Association 
rejected the proposal on an 8- +

Tolerance and 
antibiotics 


Q. I have cystic fibrosis, 
and the only medication 
which seems to be effec- 
tive is tobramycin, Are 
there any stronger drugs in 
this class being developed? 
I am afraid my body will 
build up a tolerance to the 
drag, and that it will even- 
tually cease to be effec- 
tive. — B.E., Harbor City, 
Calif. 

A. The question that you 
asked is one that is fre- 
quently asked by people 
who have chronic infec- 
tions such as cystic fibro- 
sis, and it is an important 
question in understanding 
the principles of antibiotic 
treatment in chronic infec- 
tions of many sorts. 

In conditions such as 
cystic fibrosis, it may be- 
come increasingly difficult 
over time to effectively 
treat the deep-seated infec- 
tion. There is always some 
infection present and the 
need for antibiotics 
changes as the level of in- 
fection increases or de- 
creases. The increasing dif- 
ficulty that you may have 
experienced may be due to 
resistance to antibiotics 
developed by the bacteria 
causing your infection. It is 
important to understand 
that the resistance is not 
the resistance or tolerance 
of your body, which serves 
only to transport the anti- 
biotics through the blood 
stream to the site of the 
bacterial infection. 

When bacteria develop 
resistance to an antibiotic 
that is being used, it be- 
comes necessary to either 
change to an antibiotic to 
which bacteria are not re- 
sistant, or use a combina- 
tion of antibiotics to over- 
come the resistance. The 
choice of antibiotics may 
be limited for some bacter- 
ia, but new antibiotics are 
being developed by phar- 
maceutical research in this 
country and abroad and, 
after suitable testing first 
in animals and in patients, 
are made available for 
routine use in treating in- 
fections in the general pub- 
lic. 

The choice of antibiotics 
and dosage is determined 
by your physician, after 


isolating the bacteria pres- 
ent in a culture in the labo- 
ratory and then testing 
each of the different bac- 
teria against different con- 
centrations of a variety of 
antibiotics, to pick the ones 
most effective against your 
particular infection. 

Your concerns about tol- 
erance ‘are justified, but 
frequently, worsening oc- 
curs because antibiotics 
are blocked from reaching 
the infection by scarring, 
not because of tolerance or 
resistance developed by 
bacteria. You should’ dis- 
éuss these concepts with 
your physician who can 
apply the specifics of your 


particular situation. — Dr. 


Ivan Harwood, associate 
professor of pediatrics and 
director of the Cystic Fi- 
brosis Center at the Uni- 
versity of California, San 
Diego School of Medicine. 


Q. I would like to know if 
vitamin E causes high 
blood pressure and if 
brewer's yeast should be 
avoided by people with hy- 
pertension? Also, what is 
vitamin B-5?7 — M.L., 
Riverdale, MD 

A. A few physicians have 
encountered patients with 
hypertension that seems to 
have been caused or aggra- 
vated by self-medication 
with very high doses of vi- 
tamin E. 

I know of no reason that 
brewer’s yeast should be 
avoided by people with hy- 
pertension.. The diet rec- 
ommended for hyperten- 
sion is low in sodium and 
high in potassium, and 
brewer's yeast meets both 
of these criteria. 

Pantothenic acid is 
sometimes referred to as 
vitamin B-5. — Joyce 
Knott, dietitian at the Uni- 
versity of California, San 
Diego School of Medicine.

Resolution. to 


review

SPRINGFIELD — Sen. 
John E. Grotberg would 
like to look at the way 
judges carry out their 
work, but it looks doubtful 
that he will get his wish at 
least for the time being. 

‘The St. Charles Republi- 
can had introduced in the 
Senate a resolution calling 
for a the formation of a 
joint committee which 
would review the manner 
in which judges do their 
job. 

To get this done, Grot- 
berg introduced a resolu- 
tion in the Senate. But it 
got held up in the Senate 
Executive Committee. It 
got stalled in the commit- 
tee-and wasn’t even called 
for a hearing. Of course, it 
could come up during the 
fall veto session, which will 
meet after the November 
election. 

“It is an idea whose time 
has come,” Grotberg said. 
“Some of the individual 
judges make laws.” 

Under the Grotberg pro- 
posal the legislative com- 
mittee would have 12 
members, six from the 
Senate and six from the 
House. And two members 
from each chamber will 
have to be members of the 
Illinois bar. The committee 
would have the power to 
conduct hearings and make 
reports to the Generai As- 
sembly. 

Grotberg feels the com- 
mittee is needed because 
presently the bar associa- 
tions conduct polls among 
the individual member- 
ships to determine if an in- 
dividual is qualified for 
election or retention on the 
bench and the legislative 


judges 


committee would balance 
the polls. 

Presently there is the 
Judicial Advisory Council 
which has lawmakers and 
members of the public on 
its membership. But the 
Grotberg proposal would 
be completely independent 
of the Advisory Council. 

Grotberg feels that if he 
can’t get the resolution out 
of the committee in the fall 
session, he plans to re-in- 
troduce the proposal at the 
next General Assembly 
which will convene in Jan- 
uary. 

The veteran lawmaker 
points out the proposal is 
the outgrowth of recent 
judicial rulings which he 
feels could be encroaching 
upon the area of the Gener- 
al Assembly. 

At the present time the 
Judicial Inquiry Board and 
the Courts Commission 
checks into alleged judicial 
misconduct. 

Grotberg feels that his 
proposal will get addition- 
al support if it is held up 
until next year.

SPRINGFIELD — In 
downtown, Springfield, 
where the Abraham Lin- 
coin hotel once stood, is a 
parking lot; across the 
street, where a theater 
once stood, is another park- 
ing lot. The hotel and the 
theater were crashed to 
rubble a few years ago in 
anticipation of construc- 
tion of a state courts com- 
plex which, it seems now. 
will not be built. 

In downtown Chicago, 
where the classic Stock 
Exchange designed by 
Louis Suilivan stood only a 
little over a’ decade ago, is 
an 11-story “glass and alu- 
minum box, a cheap, badly 
designed building which 
was in receivership within 
a year and a half after it 
was built” because it 
couldn't find enough occu- 
pants. 

These incidents upset 
William Farrar, chief of 
staff services in the divi- 
sion of historic sites for the 
state conservation depart- 
ment. 

“It bothers me,” he says, 
“to lose a building for a 
stupid reason.” 

He considers © “stupid 
reasons” the destruction of 
something handsome, func- 
tional, often with sounder 
construction and greater 
energy efficiency than con- 
temporary structures, “to 
create another vacant lot, 
or to put up something in 
its place that won't be as 
good.” 

Some property owners 
are capable of such casual 
stupidity, Farrar feels, but 
he saves his real wrath for 
usually sacrosanct public 
bastions — government, 
universities, and not-for- 
profit institutions like hos- 
pitals. 

“Universities,” he said, 
“are supposed to be the 
keepers of the flame, the 
source of appreciation. And 
what do they do? Over and 
over they move in and 
wipe out whole blocks, so 
they can build something 
else in its place. Hospitals 
tear out whole rows of 
buildings, to make parking 
lots.” 

Farrar is no dreamy fa- 
natic, out of touch with the 
realities of the dollar and 
the market place; it wor- 
ries him, he says, that the 
state's historic preserva- 
tion law gives so powerful 
an economic “hammer” to 
those charged with foster- 
ing preservation’ of the 
past. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1977, 
the state preservation act 
created a 15-member 
board of experts and spe- 
cialists who review appli- 
cations for inclusion in the 
state Register of Historic 
Places, created by the 
same act. They also pass 
on applications for inclu- 
sion in the federal Regis- 
ter. 

The act provides for 
fines up to $10,000 for will- 
fully altering or destroying 
a site included in the IIli- 
nois Register. 

“It means,” he° says, 
“we'll tell you if you can 
apply aluminum siding or 
not; we'll tell you if you 
can or cannot paint it 
green, That’s a lot of au- 
thority to have over some- 
one else’s property; I’m not 
comfortable with that.” 

At least in part because 
of the legal questions in- 
herent in the process, the 
advisory board has moved 
with care and_deliberation 
in accepting nominations. 
As of June 1981 there were 
only 16 sites on the Regis- 
ter. Since then no new ones 
have been added though 
three are now under con- 
sideration. 

The owners of the three 
sites under study all 
strongly oppose placing the 
structures on the Register, 
Farrar said, and says he 
has some doubts they will 
be included. They repre- 
sent the first time, he says, 
that’ really strong owner 
resistance has been met. 
The three are three-story 
buildings located adjacent 
to each other in a prime, 
lakeside location near the 
Oak Street Beach in Chica- 

0. 
ee phis is a real monetary 
issue,” says Farrar. “I’m 
aware of that.” 

Farrar feels a more ap- 
propriate course is repre- 
sented by the federal Reg- 
ister of Historic Sites, com- 
piled by the National Park 
Service in the Department 
of the Interior, 

While the federal regis- 
ter lacks the clout of the 


Illinois register to impose 
actual penalties for viola- 
tions, it serves the function 
of providing an inventory 
of sites, encourages volun- 
tary cooperation through a 
series of tax incentives 
(and some disencentives) 
and bars use of federal 
money on any project 
which would destroy or 
alter any site on the regis- 
ter. 

Under the current feder- 
al administration, the pro- 
gram has been unfunded in 
initial federal budgets for 
theast two years, but “we 
went to Congress and we 
won” last year, Farrar 
says, “and this year, while 
again we have zero dollars, 
the outlook seems as good, 
or better, than last year. 
I'm confident we will at 
least be funded at this 
year’s level.” 

That level is hardly a 
budget-breaker; the total 
funding for the program 
was $21 million. Last year, 
Illinois’ share was about 
$380,000, most of which 
went for staff and to some 
survey grants for invento- 
ry of sites 

“We could show,” he 
said, “it would cost the feds 
at least twice as much>$42 
million instead of $21 mil- 
lion, to do what we do, and 
they'd do it with an effi- 
ciency factor down by 
thr 

“Since 1970, we've been a 
model of federalism, be- 
fore all the people talking 
about federalism now even 
knew what it was.” 

The federalism Farrar 
sees involves a partnership 
between the states and the 
federal government “with 
the states doing most of the 
work,” under a_ federal 
mandate. 

“For every $1 we've got- 
ten from the feds,” he said, 
‘the states have put up $9.” 
In Illinois, that $9 initially 
often came from private 
foundations; later it also 
came from state funds. 

While Farrar doesn’t 
conceal his general ‘disap- 
proval of “glass and alumi- 
num boxes” as an architec- 
tural form, he isn’t touting 
merely saving empty 
structures to keep them 
empty structures. 

“What we have to do,” he 
said, “is encourage people 
to consider the options — 
save these buildings for 
some other use, if not their 
original use.” 

He approves plans, such 
as those carried out in re- 
cent years in Pittsburgh, 
where an abandoned or- 
nate railway passenger 
station was restored to its 
original grandeur and has 
become a popular dining 
place. A downtown bank in 
Pittsburgh (appropriately 
called “The Bank”) is now 
a complex featuring sever- 
al restaurants, as well as 
offices and shops — even 
one located in the former 
vault. 

“People are doing that 


all over the country,” he 
said. “Fortunately, in the 
last few years the economy 
has turned things around; 
it’s now more economical 
to convert an old building 
than to tear it down and 
build something else in its 
place.” 

The destruction of the 
Chicago Stock Exchange, 
which he calls “the classic 
example” of pointless 
waste of a landmark struc- 
ture, “wouldn't happen 
today. When people object- 
ed to tearing it down, some 


people said ‘What are we 
supposed to do, make it a 
museum?’ Of course they 
weren't supposed to; they 
could have made it an off- 
ice building — the state 
could have put offices ir it. 
They did that in Missouri 
with great success.” 

The buildings are there 
in quantity, he feels. need- 
ed now are investors with 
the imagination and fore- 
sight to put their money 
into the past, for the sake 
of the present and the en- 
joyment of the future.

CBS still making ‘House Calls’?

HOLLYWOOD — In 
what is bound to be one of
